deaths  was  due  to  Heart  conditions.  These  were  of 
the  Senile  degenerative  type.  Cancer  claimed  8 victims 
among  people  of  50  years  of  age  and  upwards. 

Number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  this  year  was  2 as  compared 
with  8 last  year.  They  were  people  over  60  years  of  age  - 
one  over  75  a woman  who  had  had  "Bronchitis”  for  many  years. 
The  other  a man  61  years  of  age  had  worked  during  his 
younger  years  in  a coal  mine. 

There .were  no  deaths  from  "child  birth",  Measles, 

Whooping  Cough  nor  Infantile  Diarrhoea.
